An article titled "Chocolate Dollars Circulate in Hershey" in the November 30, 1998 issue of Coin World 
written by Paul Gilkes, prompted me to dash off a letter inquiring about their availability. And, indeed, a 
couple weeks later, I received a letter from the Hersheypark Guest Services that included an order blank. The 
$1, $5, and $10 Chocolate dollars for the years 1996, 1997, and 1998 were available at face cost plus $4 
postage and handling. 


The Hershey "Chocolate Dollars" act as cash and are redeemable for merchandise, refreshments and other 
services at Hershey facilities in Hershey, PA. Chocolate dollars have been around since they were first issued 
in 1994. According to Kathy Burrows, Hersheypark public relations coordinator, the idea behind the scrip notes 
was not only to provide a colorful souvenir for visitors to the Hershey properties, but also add 1-for-l in equal 
exchange for genuine U.S. circulating currency. 


The full color notes are issued in $1, $5 and $10 denominations, with different face and back vignettes for 
each denomination and series. The face and back of the 1996 series notes are predominately a light purple 
with a blue background inside the oval around a Hershey Kiss. Similarly, the 1997 Series face side is green 
and the 1998 Series hot pink. The denomination of each series is over a blue background at the bottom of 
each note. The notes carry an eight-digit serial number on the face with a single digit prefix letter. Chocolate 
Dollars for 1996, 1997 and 1998 are illustrated below at 50% actual size. Actual size is 6 1/4" by 2 3/4". 

The last illustration, also at 50% actual size, is another type of "Chocolate Currency" that I have in my 
collection which is worth $2.00 off the Hershey Lake Compounce Regular Admission in Bristol, CT. The 
discount note, dated 1987 is printed in brown ink on ivory or buff colored paper.

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Confederate Play Money

A pile of confederate play money was noticed recently by Bob Clark at a local shop. The money had a 
brownish color, but there was no date to help determine the year of issue. The bills looked like common 
Confederate fake bills found regularly at flea markets and similar places. However, some of the information 
that was missing previously was printed in blue, black and red ink on a yellow stripe at the left on a 
cardboard 50. This cardboard piece, pictured below, was evidently on the top of a stack of 96 bills--probably 
sold in a cellophane wrapper. 



The cardboard piece is pictured at 85% of actual size. It has a blank reverse. 


Even though the words Play Money do not appear on the bills, we know now that these Confederate bills were 
sold in packages as play money. As we can see on the label, the set has SI, $5, $10, $20, $50 and $100 bills 
made by Whitman Publishing Co. with their No. 4407:25. Printed in U.S.A. appears in very small print.

The $1 and $10 bills have designs on the reverse similar to the $5 bill pictured above. 


Bills in this set were printed in black ink on white paper with a light, reddish-brown cross-hatching in the 
background of the obverses. Reverses were printed in blue ink on white paper. Also, the $20 and $50 have 
similar designs on the reverse, but the design on the reverse of the $100 is different from the other five bills. All 
six bills have obverses which appear to be copies of real Confederate bills. 



Pictures of the bills are reduced from 185mm by 83mm to 85% of their actual size.

Having secured control of the United States patent authorizing the manufacture of 
toy money and securing the same to E. S. Fisher, we now offer it in a revised and 
improved form. 

This money consists of discs of very heavy cardboard made expressly for this pur¬ 
pose, on which are imprinted accurate representations of the various coins in common 
use, the silver on a white board and the copper on a colored board.

This money is interesting as a toy with which the children can “play store,” and 
at the same time unconsciously learn the art of readily and accurately making change.
